‘The State office shall retain one 
copy of Form 39-Tobacco 2 and shall return the other copy, together 
with the copies of Form 39-Tobacco 1-and 7 to the county office with any 
instructions for necheeary corrections. 

Hach county office shall mail acreage allotment ietuans ta oper- 
ators of old tobacco farms on Form 39Tobacco 6 and to applicants 
receiving new farm allotments, on forms prepared by the State office,
